MAIN FEATURES OF 
NATURAL RESOURCES PACT 


The following are the main 
features of the natural resources 
agreement. 

1. All croAvn lands, mines, min¬ 
erals and royalties formerly ad¬ 
ministered by the dominion to be 
administered bj| the province of 
Alberta, the province to get the 
revenue therefrom. 

2. In lieu of an accounting, 
continuation of the federal sub¬ 
sidy 1 of $562,500 per annum for 
another three years, this sum be¬ 
ing considered sufficient to en¬ 
able the province to. meet the out¬ 
lay necessarry to carry out the 
terms i f the agreement. 

3. Transfer to the province of 
its share of the school land fund. 

4. All fishery rights in provin¬ 
cial waters to be vested in the 
province, the croivn to retain. 
hoAvever, its interest in tfeA wat¬ 
ers under the NortliAvest Irriga¬ 
tion let of 1898. 

5. Indian reserves to be re¬ 
tained in the jurisdiction of the 
dominion government, the prov¬ 
ince to set aside from its -croAvn 
land any additional lands requir¬ 
ed to enable the dominion gov- 
“ernment to carry out its treaty 

obligations. 

6. Sicldicr settlement lands up¬ 
on which any advance has been 
made by the dominion govern¬ 
ment under the Soldier’s Settle¬ 
ment Act to he retained by the 
domnon government. 

7. Cooking Lake for e st reserve 
including mines, minerals and 
fishery rights, to be retained by 
the dominion government. Other 
reserves as per schedule A to. he 
retained by the dominion govern¬ 
ment, including fishery rights, 
but not mines and minerals.

OIL RISING STEADILY 
AFTER CONTINUOUSLY 
PUMPING AT B.P.3 WELL 

Shares And Leases Rising In 
Price: Gas Contract Let 


The British Petroleum No. 3 
well pours out a continuous 
streram of high grade oil through 
a three inch pipe. Now that the 
pump has been in full blast for 
the past few days and nights, the 
volume of oil in the well has very 
steadily increased, evidently this 
is caused by the suction of, the 
pump. draAving the choking sands 
from the perforated plilpe at the 
bottom of the well. 

It s certainly invigorating to 
se e the steady stream of this high 
grade oil pouring continuously 
through a three inch pipe; and 
alsA to knoAV that instead of 
pumping the well dry, the oil has 
steadilv risen in the twenty-three 
hundred feet of eight inch pipe. 

We learn that the British Petro¬ 
leum stock has jumped to thirty- 
five cents on the open market. 
Wainwright Dome is at fifty cent 
a share, and Interior at twenty- 
five cents. 

Imperial 0,il officials are again 
her e on the ground, among AAdiom 
we notice Mr. Applegate and Mr. 
W. MeAdams, which fact, in it¬ 
self is quite significant. 

Oil leases have taken a jump 
Avith prices ranging form five to 
fifty dollars per acre, according 
to location. 

In regard to the Maple Leaf 
company, we understand that Mr. 
R. Wiliams, the managing dir¬ 
ector, has issued a statement that 
a contract has been made with 
the Wainwright gas company 1 to 
supply natural gas for the toAvn 
of WainAvright. 

Mr. Williams says that No. 1 
well has an ample supply of gas 
foir the purpose, while the new 
contract will greatly assist the 
company in its drilling operations 
at No. 2 well Avhich is to be car¬ 
ried on at onete. 

The rocking beam of the stann- 
ard rig at the Interior company’s 
well at the edge of town is still 
“going merrily” and according 
to Manager Fred Beresford the 
indications of this hole bringing 
in a full production are being 
continually verified. 

The log of the well is showing 
a great similarity to the B.P 
drillings and it will possibly not 
be long ere a strike is made at 
this site. The work is proceeding 
Avitthout a hitch of! any kind now 
and the several stratas being 
reached all give great promise of 
this being the next real well. 


NEW HOMESTEAD RECORD 

Setting the highest 'monthly re¬ 
cord in nearly three years, 109 
homesteads and 12 soldier grants

THE KING OF THE 

CLEARWATER

Visiting a little known valley "far 
from the haunts of men, a British, 
Columbian timber cruiser encountter-. 
ed a solitary trapper who told him 
the remarkable story which, is here 
set fotrh: the story of a man who 
claimed the wilderness for his oato, 
and was willing to go to any lengths 
to keep out intruders upon his domain 


In a land of strong men, Louis La- 
ehelle was the strongest. They mar¬ 
velled at the way he built his cabin, 
rolling and placing the heavy green 
pine logs unaided. Prom his home he 
journeyed south some three hundred 
miles, following the edges of creeks 
and rivers, scaling high mountains; 
and enduring all the hardsips of the 
trail, looking for new trapping ground. 
Limping painfully through the thick 
jack-pine underbrush, he staggered 
at last to an old dis-used trail. He 
was tired and weak, his face bore the 
tired expression which comes of pri¬ 
vations long endured.

The Clearwater is a wild, mountain¬ 
ous section, only partly explored, si- 
uated about sixty miles west of the 
North Tompson river, in the eastern 
half of central British, Columbia. Tho 
Clearwater river, a very turbulent 
stream, flows due south from Clear¬ 
water Lakes, and empties into tho 
North Thompson about one hundred 
miles north of Kamloops. The coun¬ 
try can he entered only along a nar¬ 
row pack-trail which has recently 
been put in by the Forest Branch of 
B. C. Provincial Department of 
Lands.

for years, and regarded it as his owsi

Canadian trapper who told me the 
facts of the story which I have here 
set down. A year ago Lachelle was 
found dead in one of his cabins by a 
wanderring prospector.

ed the silence.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 


modern schools, as has been done 
by +he London educational au¬ 
thorities, a guarantee in itself of 
success in imparting education. 
Neither again, has the compila¬ 
tion of an elaborate curriculum 
attained the object we all wish to 
see. In fact it almost appears 
that the more ambitious the cur¬ 
riculum the less success is attain¬ 
ed in educational work in the 
public, or elimientary city schools 
with their manifold variety of 
subjects, are plarihed with the 
idea that in a certain time a cer¬ 
tain amount of knowledge mal be 
imparted by the teachers and ab¬ 
sorbed by the pupils. But teach¬ 
ers and pupils, like the rest of us. 
are human beings; and not con¬ 
forming to a set scientific formu¬ 
la, we fail to accomplish the de¬ 
sired purpose. 

W e cannot refrain from reiter¬ 
ating our ever-growing convic¬ 
tion that the time has arrived 
when we should regard our pub¬ 
lic schools simply as elementary 
schools; and recognizing that the 
most we can hope to accomplish 


The results obtained by the 
puipil s and teachers olfl the Chau- 
vin public and high schools in the 
recent departmental examination 
are very far from satisfactory. 

In reviewing these results it is 
entirely misleading to contend 
that th e papers set were difficult) 
or that the markers were too 
drastic. The reverse is true. 

Any examination paper, quite 
properly, is a test of the know¬ 
ledge and intelligence of the pu¬ 
pil insofar as th e subject dealt 
with is concerned. The margin 
of marks required to jpass is low 
enoug^^^^J^iiith; being fifty 
p< r aggregate, and 

not less than thirty four per cent 
in any subject. 

In this connection it is interest 
ing to note that The Woolwich 
Independent (London, England) 
in its issue dated, Friday July 26 
1925, says editorially r~“ After 
considerably more than half a 
half a century of free education, 
costing millions of money per an¬ 
num, the standard of education 


is such that appalling is the only 
adjective that can adequately be 
applied to it. Children are today 
being turned out of our element¬ 
ary schools in a state tihiat is no 
credit to the system, whatever 
the cause may be. Boys and 
girls apply for jobs and fail to 
pass even the most rudimentary 
test. Their handwriting is vile, 
they “boggle” over any word of 
over three syllables which is ont 
of the ordinary conversational 
run, and when it comes to arith¬ 
metic they are gravely at a loss.” 

The conditions 1 above spoken of 
apparently prevail under the re¬ 
gime of the London educational 
authority, a very thorough going 
body which spent about four 
time s of money pier pupil than do 
the educational authorities .in 
France. The amount of mone£/. 
therefore, spent upon education 
is not the determining factor' as 
to the success attained in the 
class rooms and at examination 
time.

CHAUVIN BASKETBALL 
TEAM MAKES 

GOOD RECORD 


Have you heard of the Chauvin 
Basketball Girls, Of course you 
have. But how much do you 
know about them? That’s differ¬ 
ent, but here are a few facts re¬ 
garding what they have done. 

Not so many years ago basket¬ 
ball at our sports clays was not 
heard of. Basketball was little 
played, mostly at school- As the 
teams improved they decided to 
include basketball in the sports.

THE PEACE RIVER RAILWAY 


In the short adjourned session 
of the Legislature held the past 
week, the matter of the leasing of 
the E.D. and B.C. railway was 
dealt with. Premier Grenfield ex¬ 
plained that the Royal Bank, as 
holders of the common stock on 
the railway, had refused to con¬ 
sent to a lease of the line to any 
railway company before settle¬ 
ment of its claim aainst the road 
had been made, and that the bank 
asked $2,000,000 in settlement of 
these claims. He announced that 
the government would not re¬ 
commend the payment of this 
amount. Later in the session it 
was announced that the hank had 
reduced its price to $1,700,000, 
but the government still is op¬ 
posed to accepting this. 

Tbe premier also tabled the of¬ 


fers for the leasing of the rail¬ 
way made by the C.P.R. and C. 
N.R. The C.P.R. offers to take a 
lease of seven years at a yearly 
rental of $60,000 and to put prai¬ 
rie passenger and freight rates 
into effect, buit declares tlhat if 
any competing line is built into 
the country it desires the right 
to cancel th e lease by six months 
notice. 

The C.N.R. asks a lease for 
twelve years at a rental of one 
dollar a year and half the net 
profits, and also agrees to put the 
prairie rates into effect. Regard¬ 
ing th e building of a coast out¬ 
let, the C.N)R. 'president states 
this is to be left to the future, 
but that the directors might con¬ 
sider building tlhe outlet when 
the export grain production 
along t'ie line reaches 10,000,000 
bluishels for three years in succes¬ 
sion. 

The engineers of both roads 
reported that the building of an 
outlet to the coast at the present 
time is too prohibitive in cost. 

In the case of eotfaer company 
leasing the line, the province 
would continue to pay fixed 
charges Both, railway companies 
make temporary offers to operate 
the road until the government 
can come to an agreement with 
the Royal Bank. 

The provincial government is 
continuing its negotiations with 
the Royal Bank.

When the birds are ready for kil¬ 
ling nang them up by both legs. 
Ducks should be bled in tie mouth 
and then the blade of the knife 
should b e forced into the brain 
so as to) render the bird uncon¬ 
scious. After bleeding has stop¬ 
ped the birds may be taken down, 
and then they are ready for 
scalding. Dip eadh: bird in scald¬ 
ing water, leaving it submerged 
about thirty seconds, remove it 
from the 'water to give it air and 
repeat the operation. Try to re¬ 
move the feathers, and if they do 
not come out easily dip the bird 
again. Wrap tip the dead bird 
in a bran sack, and let it steam 
for thre e to fiv e minutes. When 
the feather have all been remov¬ 
ed the bird should be cooled in a 
barrel of ice cold water. By 
leaving the dressed birds in the 
cold water for five or six hours 
they will become quite rigod and 
can be removied and packed for 
shipment. Boxes or barrels can 
be used for this purpose. Pack 
th e dressed birds in containers as 
closely as possible, using ice to 
fill up the space® and ship the 
birds to (market with as little de¬ 
lay as possible.

(7) Adjustment of class rates 
on the shorter C. N. R. mileage. 

(8) Adjustment of rates as be¬ 
tween distributing centres. 

The matter of details in regard 
to equalization of rates general¬ 
ly and securing of commodity 
rates was left in the hands of a 
small committee consisting of the 
Chairman, Mr. J. H Hanna, Sec¬ 
retary Calgary Board of Trade; 
A. Chard, Supervisor of Traffic 
for tfhe Alberta Government, and 
Mr. S. B. Woods, Counsel for the 
Province of Alberta 

A thorough discussion of the 
many points at issue took place 
and an amicable solution reached 
by the conference in all cases. 
All interested expressed them¬ 
selves well pleased with the re¬ 
sults of the meeting. 


Nearly every home garden has 
a few roots of rhubarb. The crop 
requires but little work and care, 
and yields generously. 

Autumn planting is satisfactory 
and is preferred to spring plant¬ 
ing if the roots are brought from 
distant nurseries, as shoots com¬ 
mence to grow in very early 
spring. Red stalked varieties are 
in favor. Some new varieties, 
such as ‘ ‘ Ruby ’ ’ developed by the 
Central Experimental Farm, Ot 
tawa, and the Macdonald College 
rhubarb possess distinct advant¬ 
ages over many old-time varieties. 

Many people seek information 
upon the causes of plants sending 
forth many seed stalks, and what 
had best be done under the cir¬ 
cumstances. Of course, it is the 
nature of plants to attempt to 
produce seeds, blut this production 
of seed stalks is stimulated when 
plants do not receive fair treat¬ 
ment When stalks are harvested 
very closely and late in the sea 
son the plants become weakened. 

To get pleasing results from 
the rhubarb plantation, it is well 
to always leave a few leaf stalks 
on the plant, remove seed stalks 
as soon as they appear by cutting 
off near the stump; cease harvest¬ 
ing the crop by the end of June, 
and fertilize heavily in early 
July. This treatment will give 
the plants a chance to become, 
and remain, sturdy and to store 
up much reserve food which will 
provide resources for th e sending 
out of a heavy crop of sturdy 
stalks th‘e~irext spring. Well 
rotted cow manure is excellent 
fertilizer, and this m.ay be supple¬ 
mented by commercial fertilizers 
if even better results are desired.

BREAK REGULATIONS 


Country merchants shipping 
eggs inlo the city are failing to 
mark t.'ieir shipments in accord¬ 
ance with the dominion govern¬ 
ment’s egg regulations, states R. 
H. Ennismore, chief dominion egg 
inspector at Edmonton. 

Eggs that have, been graded at 
coluntry points and packed in 
cases should have packages mark¬ 
ed at 1 oth ends with the class of 
eggs contained therein, he states. 
Eggs which are being shipped for 
grading purpose on arrival at 
destination should he marked 
“ungraded eggs for shipment 
only,” and this marking should 
be done only at one end of the 
case. Generally speaking, the in¬ 
spector finds that country mer¬ 
chants are not complying with 
the regulations and are making 
themselves liable to a heavy pen¬ 
alty.

feathers. Th e Pekin duck, which 
is the best breed for the “green 
duck” trade, usually attains mar¬ 
ketable size in from eight to 
twelve weeks from date of batch¬ 
ing. Green ducks should be de¬ 
veloped as rapidly as possible as 
there is a co-relation between tbe 
rate of development and cost, pe? 
pound, tbe cost increasing very 
rapidly as tbe ducklings reach 
marketable age. 

Duckc may be marketed either 
alive or dressed. If the market 
marketed alive the sale should be 
will be secured by dressing the 
birds before shipping. 

When green ducks are being 
marketed aive the sale should be 
made before the birds are ship¬ 
ped as ducklings do not stand 
ooufinement well. Ship tb e birds 
in roomy, slatted crates and put 
in dry dhavings to keep them 
clean and dry until they reach 
their destination. The ducklings 
should not he fed before shipping 
and shipment should he made as 
early as possible. 

To secur e the best returns for 
green ducks they should be sent 
to market dressed. The birds 
slhlould be starved for about 
eighteen hours beofre killing, but 
they should be given all the fresh 
water they care to drink. The 
water will assist in cleaning out 
intestines and thus prevent dis¬ 
coloration through fermentation 
of food in -the digestive tract.

Year after year as folks fare 
forth to camp or summer cottage 
interest in poison ivy revives. 
Many have yet to learn to recog¬ 
nize these low, bushy, slightly 
woody-stemmed plants, rising 
from long rootstocks oa or just 
below ground level, and bearing 
leaves of triple, smoothish, point¬ 
ed leaflets, and frequently the 
old clusters of round, whitish 
fruits beneath them. 

Failing to recognize and avoid 
the plants,, many people, suscept¬ 
ible to poisoning, find themselves 
presently interested in remedies. 
Few seem 


1 On many farms, op account of 
Die comparatively small number 
; of animals kept, it is not advis- 
and fill a silo with suitable silage 
1 crops. In suelh cases, provision 
• should be made for a supply of 
sufficient food other than silage. 
While under average conditions, 
food value in roots cannot be 
grown and stored as economical¬ 
ly as in a silage crop such as corn, 
due to the labour of growing 
’harvesting and cost of storing 
undoubtedly, winder the condit¬ 
ions mentioned abotve, roots form 
the most economical substitute 
for a succulent crop such as sil¬ 
age. They are to be reclommend- 
ed particularly for late fall and 
early winter feeding, the diffi¬ 
culty of keeping them throughout 
the late winter and early spring 
i prohibiting their use at these 
times. 

Where roots are not available 
and for late winter feeding, dried 
beet pulp ig well worth consider¬ 
ing as a substitute. This by¬ 
product of the sugar-beet indus¬ 
try is available in considerable 
quantities in the late fall and ear¬ 
ly winter, and may be stored in¬ 
definitely, provided it is kept dry 
It should always be soaked be¬ 
fore feeding, as it will take up 
about xbree times its own weight 
of water, and swells proportion¬ 
ately. The addition o'f! a little 
feeding molasses While soaking 
improves T he palatabilityi of beet 
pulp. Experiments conducted in 
the Division of Animal Husband¬ 
ry nave shown that dried^rs-t^ 
pulp, gives its best and most econ¬ 
omical results when used to re¬ 
place the meal mixture or roots 
of an already well-balanced ra¬ 
tion, rather than when used as a 
substitute for other succulents, 
such as silage, in the ration. Nev¬ 
ertheless, where silage is not 
available, dried beet pulp in 
small quantities, four to five 
pounds dry weight daily, should 
Yield profitable returns. Dried 
beet pulp should be procurable at 
approximately the ruling price 
for wheat bran. 


HEAR BLACK RUST 

IN SASKATCHEWAN 


Black rust infection has reach¬ 
ed a dangerous stage from Re¬ 
gina north through all Saskatche¬ 
wan.
